almost all his ventures.

pretending to estimate accurately the 
amount gained in this manner, they 
think his winnings amounted to an 
immense sum.

Hargis, one of the central figures In 
the Breathitt county feuds that have 
attracted so much, attention to the 
tnounam men of Kentucky, was Shot 
to death Thursday afternoon bjr hi» 
own. son, Beech Hargds, a typical 
young mountaineer, who is barely; 
more than 20 years of age. The trag- 
edy occurred in the father's general! 
store, while a half score of customers 
were making purchases. 


The younger Hargis fired five shots 


in such quick order and with such un- 
erring aim, that the father was struck 
in the breast by four bullets, while 
reeling backward and falling, to the 
floor lifeless. 
' 


Panic-stricken the mountain shop- 


pers hurried to the street for safety. 
Young Hargis followed, waving his 
empty pistol in the air and shrieking 
like a madman. A half dozen rugged 
mountain men were required to over- 
power him and lodge him in, the Mttle 
village jail, for it was found that he 
had gone stark mad and become a 
frenzied maniac. 
He fought Jike a. 


fiend to escape from his captors, i 


•Wihat occurred between the: father 


and son and led up to the tragic 
shooting is not definitely known. At 
various times during the past year 
it is known that they have had dif- 
ferences over young Hargis' addiction 
to mountain "licker," the eldef Har- 
gis himself a temperate man, frequent- 
ly reproving the son for his drinking 
habits.

"I had a 
terrible night, doctor," said one old 
woman, and a smirk of self conceit 
was over her ancient face. "Yes, moth- 
er did have an awful night" said her 
married daughter, with a triumphant 
expression. Even the children cluster- 
ing about the doctor looked uncon- 
sciously proud because their old grand- 
mother had had an awful night. The 
call of the two doctors at the house 
was positively hilarious. Quantities ol 
old apple jack were forced upon them 
The old woman in the adjoining bed- 
room, although she was evidently suf- 
fering, kept calling out a feeble joke in 
her cackling old voice. 


"Those people seem positively elated 


because that old soul is sick," said 
James when he and the doctor were 
again in the buggy. 


"They are," said Dr. Gordon; "even 


the old -woman herself, who knows well 
enough that she has not long to live. 
Did you ever think that the desire of 
distinction was one of the most, per- 
haps the most, intense purely spiritual 
emotion of the human soul? Look at 
the way these people live here, grub- 
bing away at the soil like ants. The 
most of them have in their lives just 
three ways of attracting notice, the 
momentary consideration of their kind 
—birth, marriage, sickness and death. 
With the first they are hardly actively 
concerned; even with the second many 
have nothing to do. There are more 
women than men. as usual, and, al- 
though the women want to marry, all 
the men do riot There remains only 
sickness and death for a standby, so to 
speak. If one of them is really sick 
and dies, the people are aroused to 
take notice. The sick person and the 
corpse laave a certain state and dignity 
which they have never attained before. 
Why. bless you, man, 1 have one pa- 
tient, a middle aged woman, who has 
been laid np for years with, rheuma- 
tism, and she is fairly vainglorious, and 
so is her mother. She brags of her in- 
valid daughter. If she had been mere- 
ly an old maM on her hands, she would 
have been ashamed of her. and the wo- 
man herself would have been sour and 
discontented. But she has fairly mar- 
ried rheumatism. It has been to her as 
a husband and children.

Washington, Feb. 7—\Vheu Secre- 


tary Metcalf 
appeared 
before the 


House committee on naval affairs, he 
made a strong plea for appropriations 
for naval construction up to the full 
limit of the recommendations of the 
President in his annual message to 
Congress. Secretary Metcalf 
asked 


for aoi appropriation of $69,270,000 
for construction and converting- of 
\viir vessels. 


While no vote has been taken nor 


has sentiment in the committee crys- 
talized, the impression 
prevails that 


the secretary's estimate "will be re- 
duced ^materially, possibly to the 
limit of* $40,000,000, in accord with 
the policy of economy and retrench- 
ment felt to be necessary in the face 
of an impending deficit and the pros- 
pect of reduced revenues throughout 
the coming fiscal year. 


Secretary Metcalf appeared before 


the committee in executive session, 
and advanced arguments to show the 
necessity of authorizing the construc- 
,tion of four battleships to cost $38,- 
.000,000 for all, four scout cruisers 
at $10,000,000; ten destroyers at 
$8,500,000; four submarines at $1,- 
520,000; one ammunition ship, $1,- 
750,000; one repair ship, $2,000,000, 
two rrine-la3~ing ships (cruisers to be 
converted and equipped) at $5,000,- 
and four fleet colliers at $7.000,000. 


At the close of the executive ses- 


sion the committee held an informal 
session to hear proposals of the New 
York Sub-surface Torpedo Boat com- 
pany relatives to the building of a 
new type of torpedo boat—a com- 
bined surface and sub-surface craft 
designed for open sea fighting. 


The builders asked the comm!ttec 


to recommend the appropriation. x>r 
$900,000 for the building-of two of 
these craft of a length of 225 feet, a 
tonnage of 500, a navigating capacity 
of 3.000 miles, and a speed of twen 
ty-two knots, at a cost of §400,OOf 
each, and of four such craft of small 
er size and a 16 knot speed, accept 
ance by the government to be subjee 
to fulfillment of all qualifications.

bor disputes will be arbitrated 
and 


settled, under public authority, 
be- 


fore they develop such proportions as 
shall make boycotts, strikes, etc., pos- 
sible 'or necessary.

coming in the near future.

tions; with the decision in the Edr- 
man case, where the Supreme court 
held that an employer was entitled to 
discharge an employe for belongins 
to a union; with, the Hatter's decision 
and with the question of compulsory 
arbitration. 


The Erdman act wao an arbitration 


act, including a provision that no em- 
ploye might be .discharged by reason 
of membersnip in a union. 


The arbitration sections are not 


considered affected by the decision 
about the right to discharge, but they 
are no longer effective in view of that 
decision.

volved, but they were heard togethe 
being alike to all essential fatures 
iSach suit relates to distinct ship 
ments of cattle and swine made bj 
different parties from stations along 
the line of the1 road in other states 
to various consignees - in this city 
The law provides that cattle in tran 
sit must be unloaded for five hours 
out of 28 for food, rest and -water 
In the two cases which came to the 
Court of Appeals it is alleged that ijrhe 
shipments occupied over 43 hours in 
each case without compls-ing -with the 
requirements of the law* The defend- 
ant road admitted the charge, but as 
in each case there were about- eleven 
'other ^shipments on each train it was 
contended that there was but one, oj. 
fense and that but one penalty was 
incurred. On motion of the road the 
court below consolidated all the ship- 
ments as making up one case. The 
Appellate court stales that the court 
below evidently was, of the opinion 
that the statute dealt with the oper- 
ation of trains by railroad employes 
and not with 
different 
shipments 


which the trains were carrying. 


The question presented, the court 


says, i elates to penalties that depend 
upon file construction of the first sec- 
tion of the statute. The court holds 
that the statute deals with shipment 
or consignments, and that it does not 
matter whether one or mo^e ship- 
ments are taiken 
by a train, and 


therefore that several offenses may 
be committed in the transportation 
of a single train load.
